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ART SEARCHING

Council’s refusal to release details of child abuse probe branded ludicrous’

ESSEX Council is refusing to 
answer basic questions about an 
inquiry linking some of its former 
employees to alleged child sex 
abuse. 

For the second time this year, 
County Hall has refused to release 
details of the Kenward Report, 
commissioned in the late 1990s to 
probe allegations that child protec¬ 
tion staff abused kids in care. 

The Taxpayers' Alliance 
described the council's refusal to

answer basic questions as 'ludi¬ 
crous', whilst the founder of a 
leading child abuse charity said 
the ongoing secrecy gave the 
impression that the council 'has 
something to hide'. 

The 'Kenward Report' was 
penned by independent child pro¬ 
tection expert Helen Kenward, 
who had conducted high profile 
abuse inquiries for other local 
authorities. 

The Yellow Advertiser revealed 
its existence in March, when Essex 
Council refused to publish it, even 
in a redacted form. 

We asked to view the report after 
learning it had been shown to 
police investigating a historic pae¬ 
dophile ring in Shoeburyness. The 
ring was originally investigated in 
1990, but only two of the perpetra¬ 
tors named by the victims were 
prosecuted. 

The case has been reopened after 
the YA unearthed evidence other 
men were named by victims at the 


time but never brought to justice. 

The YA has seen evidence that 
whistleblowers were interviewed 
by Mrs Kenward in 2000 and 
2001, about subjects including 
alleged corruption connected to 
the Shoebury paedophile ring. 

But the council claimed in 
March that there was 'no public 
interest' in allowing taxpayers to 
read the report and dismissed the 
YA's request to view it as 'vexa¬ 
tious', claiming it would take 
'many hundreds of hours' to redact 
sensitive information. 

The YA then filed a Freedom of 
Information (FOI) request for 
basic details of the report, such as 
who commissioned it, the date on 
which it was published, how much 
it had cost taxpayers, and which 
council officials were permitted to 
read it upon completion. 

County Hall claimed it could not 
answer those questions because 
paperwork had been destroyed. 

The YA also asked for statistical

information about the report, such 
as how long it was, how many peo¬ 
ple were interviewed and how 
many staff were disciplined or 
sacked as a result of its findings. 

But County Hall refused to 
answer a single question - even 
withholding simple facts, like the 
number of pages in the report. 

It claimed collating any of the 
requested information would cost 
more than £450 in man hours.

POLICE have been called in over 
three separate allegations that staff 
at an Essex NHS trust engaged in 
sexual behaviour with patients. 

Health watchdog the Care Quali¬ 
ty Commission (CQC) is also due 
to carry out an investigation into 
the Essex Partnership University 
NHS Foundation Trust (EPUT), 
which has been beset by problems 
this year. 

In March, the trust’s bosses were 
questioned by Southend Council 
over allegations that staff had 
engaged in sexual behaviour with 
vulnerable mental patients and 
supplied them with Class A drugs. 

The claims were made by 
whistleblowers interviewed in a 
BBC radio documentary - File on 
Four: A Place of Safety - after 
which EPUT admitted it had 
investigated multiple allegations. 

Days later, the Basildon and 
Brentwood Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, which manages NHS 
budgets in the two boroughs, 
stripped EPUT of its contract to 


provide therapy to mental patients, 
saying its services were ‘unaccept¬ 
able’. The decision was not linked 
to allegations of sexual abuse. 

But a Freedom of Information 
request by the Yellow Advertiser 
reveals that EPUT referred three 
allegations of sexual impropriety 
towards patients by staff to police 
between April 2017 and March 
2018. 

One of the three staff members 
reported to police has been sacked. 

A further two allegations were 
made to the trust but not referred 


to police. 

Asked why no referral was 
made, a trust spokesman said: 
“Following a robust safeguarding 
investigation, two separate cases 
were found to be without sub¬ 
stance.” 

The YA asked Essex Police what 
stage each of the three investiga¬ 
tions was at, but the force had not 
responded by the time we went to 
press. 

The CQC said last week it was 
due to carry out a full inspection of 
the trust this month. 


A spokesman said: “We meet 
with the trust regularly and have 
discussed the recent allegations at 
length. We await the outcome of 
the current police investigations 
and are satisfied with the immedi¬ 
ate actions the trust took in terms 
of internal investigations to 
explore the allegations.” 

Asked how many complaints it 
had received about the trust, the 
CQC said it had ‘numerous 
enquiries regarding the trust on a 
daily basis - ranging from com¬ 
plaints to information’. It added 
that complaints were referred to 
the Parliamentary and Health Ser¬ 
vice Ombudsman (PHSO). 

The PHSO told the YA it had 
received 45 complaints about the 
trust since April 2017, although it 
was unable to specify whether any 
involved alleged sexual miscon¬ 
duct. 

To date, four were upheld or 
partly upheld, seven were not 
upheld, one was discontinued and 
the rest remain under investiga¬ 
tion. 

In the wake of the BBC docu¬ 
mentary, EPUT set up a special 
reporting line for people with sim¬ 
ilar allegations - but said it had not 
yet received any. 


AN INVESTIGATION has 
been launched after Essex 
Police allegedly handed a 
laptop back to a paedophile 
which still contained inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The force is under investi¬ 
gation by the Independent 
Office for Police Conduct 
(IOPC), which replaced the 
former IPCC. 

An IOPC spokesman said: 
“An investigation has begun 
after it became clear that 
Essex Police handed back 
devices to Paul Ashbury that 
may have contained more 
than 100 indecent images.” 

Essex Police arrested 
Ashbury - 52 and from 
Kings Lynn - in 2012 ‘on 
suspicion of sexual assault 
against a child and seized 
his computers. 

But in 2013, the force 
decided to take no action 
against Ashbury and returned 
his computers to him. 

In 2017, Ashbury was 
arrested by Norfolk Police 
and he is now serving a 15- 
year prison sentence after 
admitting offences including 
rape, sexual assault and sex¬ 
ual activity with a child - 
plus making indecent pho¬ 


tographs of a child. 

An IOPC spokesman said: 
“It appears that when Nor¬ 
folk Police officers exam¬ 
ined Ashbury’s laptop, they 
found additional child abuse 
images which it is believed 
had not been identified dur¬ 
ing Essex Police’s investiga¬ 
tion. 

“Our investigation will 
examine the conduct of 
officers from Essex Police’s 
child abuse investigation 
team and whether the 
investigation into Mr Ash¬ 
bury was carried out in 
accordance with its guide¬ 
lines.” 

An Essex Police 
spokesman said: “Essex 
Police referred to the IOPC 
matters relating to a case 
from 2012. We are unable 
to comment in further 
detail at this stage but will 
comply fully with the inves¬ 
tigation. 

“Since this incident, Essex 
Police has made significant 
improvements to policing of 
these offences and has 
invested heavily in more 
officers and better technol¬ 
ogy to identify offences and 
evidence.” 


Elderly woman conned by ‘undercover officers' 


ESSEX Police have issued 
a public warning after an 
elderly woman was 
defrauded by conmen 
posing as police officers. 

The woman, in her 80s, 
withdrew a ‘four-figure 
sum of cash’ and handed 
it to two men who claimed 


to be working undercover 
for the police. 

A police spokesman 
said: “Fraudsters claim¬ 
ing to be either police offi¬ 
cers or bank representa¬ 
tives call their victims and 
ask them to either with¬ 
draw cash or purchase an 


expensive item - to assist 
them in an undercover 
investigation.” 

If the victim is suspi¬ 
cious, the fraudsters get 
them to call police and ask 
for more details. 

But when the victims 
hang up and dial 101 or 


999, the fraudsters do not 
hang up at their end and 
the line is therefore not 
cleared properly. 

In effect, the victim is 
still talking to the fraud¬ 
sters, not the police. 

DC Ed Massey, of Essex 
Police’s Volume Fraud 


Team, said: “Please pass 
this information on to an 
elderly relative, friend or 
neighbour before they are 
conned into handing over 
large amounts of money. 

“The people involved in 
these scams prey on vul¬ 
nerable members of our 


communities without any 
consideration for their 
health or finances. In 
cases, victims have been 
conned people out of their 
life savings. 

“Remember, we will 
never ask you to with¬ 
draw money or pass on 


personal items.”

“Today, I see an organisa¬ 
tion with a sense of ambition 
for the future, one that is 




stretched but determined to 
do its best and one that has 
some remarkable people 
doing brave and difficult jobs. 

“To carry on our work 
means planning not just for 
the next year or two but for 
the next five or ten. I have 
been determined that my 
leadership of our force would 
never shirk the decisions that 
need to be made. 

“We have done that together 
and so now is the right time to 
make a stable transition to the 
leadership that will take us 
into the next decade. 

“We are fortunate to enjoy a 


great relationship with an 
Essex public which supports 
our police, with some out¬ 
standing partners who under¬ 
stand our world and with a 
Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner in Roger Hirst 
who has with me fought and 
won arguments nationally to 
get more resource on our 
front line and to whom I’m 
extremely grateful for his 
support for what our force is 
trying to achieve.”

It said: “Not all the pages are num¬ 
bered. While FOI allows you to request 
information we hold, it does not allow 
you to require the council to produce 
new information which it does not hold. 

“It would take such a long time man¬ 
ually to produce the statistical analysis 
needed to respond... a response would 
cost more than £450.” 

The YA has filed a formal complaint 
over the council’s response and has 
made clear that unless some data is 
released, we will report the council to 
the Information Commissioner’s 
Office. 


Abuse survivor Peter Saunders, 
founder of the National Association for 
People Abused in Childhood, said: 
“The council is continuing its well- 
trodden path of being as evasive on this 
issue as it possibly can, which flies in 
the face of any willingness to try and 
tackle this vile issue. 

“They obviously take the view that 
these things are best kept secret and out 
of the public eye, which plays into the 
hands of people who abuse children. 

“This makes it look like they have 
something to hide. It’s time to shine a 
light on this murky past. How can tax¬ 
payers have any confidence in a council 


refusing to cooperate on such a deli¬ 
cate, sensitive, important issue?” 

James Price, campaign manager for 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, added: “FOI 
requests are among the most effective 
tools people have for holding politi¬ 
cians to account, and no attempt to 
avoid transparency should be allowed. 

“It will seem ludicrous to anyone 
reading this that the council is wrig¬ 
gling out of its legal obligations by 
claiming it will take too long to release 
how many pages a report is. 

“Taxpayers deserve not only to see 
the report they paid for, but to be treat¬ 
ed with respect by their councils.”

It added: “Over the last four 
years, the uncompromising 
ambition and determination 
of the head, other leaders and 
governors have brought about 
dramatic improvements in 
teaching, learning, assess¬ 
ment and pupils’ behaviour.” 

Pupils’ academic attainment 
in key stage one and early 
years was “particularly 
strong” in reading and maths. 

Inspectors recommended 
“making use of the strong 
practices in maths and Eng¬ 
lish to improve the outcomes 
in other subjects”.

Care home remains 
in special measures 



A CARE home in Southend 
remains in special measures 
following its latest 
inspection. 

Whittingham House, which 
is run by Strathmore Care, 
was visited by inspectors 
from the Care Quality 
Commission in February 

The home, in Whittingham 
Avenue, was rated “requires 
improvement” overall but 
will remain in special 
measures after being labelled 
“inadequate” in the well-led 
criteria. 

It had been rated 
“inadequate” and put in 
special measures after an 
inspection in July last year. 

In a summary of the report 
from February’s inspection, 
published last month, inspec¬ 
tors said further improve¬ 
ment was required despite 
improvements across a range 
of areas including safeguard¬ 
ing, staff levels and training. 

Inspectors wrote: 

“Although people told us that 
staff cared for them in a kind 
and caring manner and whilst 
some aspects of care by staff 
was seen to be good, other 
arrangements were not as 
effective as they should be 
and could potentially impact 
on the delivery of care 
people received.” 


They found that quality 
assurance arrangements were 
“not as effective as they 
should be” and that improve¬ 
ments needed to be made to 
stop residents being seated 
for long periods of time wait¬ 
ing for their meal. 

Inspectors found that sys¬ 
tems were in place that safe¬ 


guarded residents from the 
potential risk of abuse, while 
residents at the home said 
they had no concerns for 
their safety. 

Staff training was “much 
improved”, according to 
inspectors, who added: 
“Staff had a good relation¬ 
ship with the people they 


supported. People were sup¬ 
ported to maintain their inde¬ 
pendence where appropriate 
and had their privacy 
respected. 

“They were able to partici¬ 
pate in a range of social 
activities of their choice.” 

Strathmore Care was con¬ 
tacted for comment. 


Residents’ group to garner 
support in homes battle 


CAMPAIGNERS will hold an 
information day on Saturday to 
mobilise residents in a fight to 
overturn Basildon Council’s Local 
Plan. 

The authority passed the plan, 
which allocates land to accommo¬ 
date almost 20,000 Government- 
ordered homes by 2034, by a 
majority vote in March. 

Billericay residents campaigned 
against the plan which includes 
almost 3,300 properties in the town. 

Labour, UKIP and independent 
councillors said the number of 
houses being imposed on 
Billericay was fair and propor¬ 
tionate, in line with a “spatial 
strategy” devised by the former 


Tory administration. 

But Billericay residents said the 
town was a special case because 
all of the development there would 
have to be on green belt land. 

The Billericay Action Group, 
which merged with the Billericay 
District Residents’ Association to 
fight the Local Plan, will hold a 
drop-in day at The Reading 
Rooms, High Street, Billericay, 
from 9am to 4pm. 

Campaigners will advise resi¬ 
dents on how best to respond to 
the upcoming Regulation 19 pub¬ 
lic consultation, before a 
Government inspector makes a 
final decision on whether the plan 
is sound.

OTHER doesn’t know best - she is 
teetering on the precipice of a ner¬ 
vous breakdown in Jason 
Reitman’s beautifully crafted and bitter¬ 
sweet portrait of modern parenthood. 

The third collaboration between the 
Montreal-born director and screenwriter 
Diablo Cody, who won an Oscar for her 
exemplary script for Juno, conceals 
poignant home truths behind trademark 
snappy dialogue and a mistimed sleight of 
hand that leaves a satisfying lump in the 
throat. 

There is undeniable pleasure in unravel¬ 
ling the many layers to Reitman’s delicate¬ 
ly observed film and the flawed yet deeply 
sympathetic characters, who struggle to 
articulate their fears to each other and pre¬ 
fer to suffer in anguished silence. 

It is not until a 21st century Mary Poppins, 
who takes multitasking to dizzying new 
| heights, materialises in the fractured family 
k home and re-energises the exhausted matri¬ 
arch with an endless supply of self-help 
aphorisms, that an emotional dam breaks 
and the words and tears cascade. 

Charlize Theron delivers a heartbreaking 
performance as a mother of three who is 
desperate to dodge the postnatal depres¬ 
sion she suffered after the birth of her 
“quirky” second child, but is reluctant to 
ask for help. 

It’s a transformative role for the Oscar- 
winning actress, who gained more than 
| 20kg to convincingly portray her cluckless 
mother hen. 

Mario (Theron) is poised to give birth and 
welcome a new life into the cluttered home 
she shares with her husband Drew (Ron

Livingston), son Jonah (Asher Miles 
Fallica) and eight-year-old daughter Sarah 
(Lia Frankland). 

Her wealthy brother Craig (Mark Duplass) 
is concerned that Mario won’t cope and he 
offers to pay for a night nanny, who will 
take care of the baby after dark, allowing 
his sister to get a good night’s sleep. 

Initially, Mario rejects his kind offer and she 
soldiers on, trading barbs with concerned 
school headmistress Laurie (Gameela 
Wright), who fears her staff can’t adequate¬ 
ly cater to Jonah special needs. 

When the pressure becomes too much, 
Mario calls the night nanny and 26-year- i 
old Tully (Mackenzie Davis) arrives at the I 
front door and immediately takes charge, i 

“I’m like Saudi Arabia. I have an energy | 
surplus,” grins Tully as she bakes, cleans [ 
and nurtures while mere mortals sleep. 

Mario forges a close bond with the enig¬ 
matic younger woman, and that friendship 
deepens when it becomes evident that 
Tully’s expertise extends far beyond mewl¬ 
ing newborns. 

“You can’t be a good mother if you don’t 
practise self-care,” she counsels soothingly. I 

Tully is carefully embroidered with 
exquisite lines of pithy dialogue that 
demonstrate Cody’s finely tuned ear for 
free-flowing conversation. 

Theron is the picture’s steady emotional 
heartbeat and her raw, unselfconscious 
portrayal nourishes supporting cast 
including a luminous turn from Davis. 

The audacity of the final act will prove 
divisive, but fortune favours the brave and 
Reitman’s picture is quietly assured in its 
boldness.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House

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Simple tyre checks save lives

ALMOST three quarters of 
motorway incidents related 
to tyre failure could be pre¬ 
vented if drivers carry out 
simple checks, according 
to new research unveiled 
by Highways England and 
tyre company Bridgestone. 

More than 30 people were 
killed or seriously injured in 
motorway accidents in 
2016 due to illegal or faulty 
tyres. 

But an 18-month study 
says commuters, commer¬ 
cial drivers and other road 
users can do a lot more to 
help reduce accidents 
through regular checking. 

Richard Leonard, 
Highways England’s head 
of road safety, said: “This 
important research con¬ 
firms our view that road 
users must play a bigger 
role and get into the habit 
of checking tyre pressures 
and tread depths and look¬ 
ing out for nails and other 
debris stuck in tyres before 
setting out on journeys. 


These simple checks could 
save lives.” 

At the Commercial Vehicle 
Show at Birmingham’s 
NEC, the research revealed 
that almost three quarters 
of tyre failure samples 
analysed by Bridgestone 
involved poor inflation or 
debris penetration issues - 
problems which could be 
potentially avoided with 
better tyre husbandry. 

Bridgestone and 
Highways England are part¬ 
ners in multi-agency road 
safety charity Tyresafe. 

They carried out the 
research over 18 months 
between the start of 2016 
and last summer. 

During the project, 
Highways England staff at 
depots in the West 
Midlands provided more 
than 1,000 pieces of tyre 
debris from motorways to 
an engineering team from 
Bridgestone to analyse. 

The findings from 1,035 
tyre segments retrieved 
from the Ml, M6, M40, M5 
and M42 revealed: 


■ 56% of tyres failed due 
to road/yard debris 
penetration. 

■ 18% failed due to poor 
inflation. 

■ 8% failed due to poor 
vehicle maintenance. 

■ 1 % failed due to 
manufacturing defects. 

■ 1 % failed due to 
excessive heat. 

■ 16% couldn’t be 


specified to one particular 
problem. 

The debris was taken 
from cars, vans, commer¬ 
cial vehicles and motor¬ 
bikes, with under-inflation 
of tyres a key theme, along 
with poor vehicle mainte¬ 
nance, both of which 
accounted for 26 per cent 
of the entire sample. 

In addition, the cost to 


the economy from a two- 
hour delay on a busy 
motorway following a two- 
lane closure stands at 
£135,360 and £1,488,960 
for a three-lane closure 
lasting up to four hours. 

Some of the samples 
were particularly alarming, 
with a temporary “space- 
saver” spare tyre being run 
to destruction, while a 


number of potentially lethal 
and illegal “string” repairs 
were also found on car 
tyres, which are unsuitable 
at any speed, let alone 
70mph on motorways. 

Bridgestone technical 
manager Gary Powell, who 
oversaw the analysis of the 
debris with field engineer 
Peter Moulding and the 
firm’s technical department, 
said: “This report has taken 
a great deal of time and 
effort, involving a painstak¬ 
ing process of collecting 
tyre debris over 18 months 
and analysing it in depth 
thereafter. 

“In conclusion, some sim¬ 
ple tyre checks can save 
lives, not to mention reduce 
the risk of a stressful 
breakdown on a motorway. 

“In light of these results, 
we would also advise that 
tyre pressure monitoring 
systems (TPMS) are fitted 
to vehicles which don’t 
benefit from this technolo¬ 
gy already. It will assist with 
the detection of penetra¬ 
tions and deflations.”

WEST HAM United found 
Manchester City in sparkling form 
as the champions eased to an 
impressive 4-1 victory on Sunday. 

With Stoke and Southampton 
closing the gap on the teams above 
them, the Hammers’ cushion from 
the drop zone has reduced to a 
precarious three points. 

The east Londoners were forced 
into a change in goal with Adrian 
coming in for Joe Hart who was 
ineligible against his parent club. 

David Moyes made one further 
change from the side that had col¬ 
lapsed late on at Arsenal with 
Patrice Evra replacing Joao Mario. 

All-conquering City arrived in 
the capital chasing down one hun¬ 
dred points and goals for what has 
been a remarkable campaign. 

Pep Guardiola was without 
injured duo, Sergio Aguero and 
John Stones, although City were 
boosted by the return of 
Femandinho after a two-match ban. 

City created the first clear-cut 
opening when Ilkay Gundogan 
was a whisker away from contact 
with Raheem Sterling’s low centre. 

But it didn’t take the champions 
long to open their account. Leroy 
Sane’s drive deflected off Evra, 
wrong-footing the stranded Adrian. 

Ederson had largely been a spec¬ 
tator during the early stages. But the 
City stopper reacted quickly to 


direct Manuel Lanzini’s low cross 
away. Meanwhile, Sterling scuffed 
wide as City continued to dominate. 

It was soon 2-0. Adrian and 
Angelo Ogbonna combined to 
thwart Sterling, but when Kevin 
De Bruyne recycled the move and 
delivered from the right, Declan 
Rice and Pablo Zabaleta became 
tangled and could only look on in 
anguish as the ball deflected off 
the pair before trickling 
agonisingly over the line.
